Southampton, Aug. le.-The Boer fttnarmla, Dmt, 


Botba and Delarey, who arrived on tho Saxon from tbt 
o»pe today, declined to be presented to King Idward or 
to see the naval review. Colonial Secretary Chamberlain, 
Lord Roberts, Lord Kitchener and other dictintuished 
Ettgltehmen were waiting In Southampton wateri aboard 
the steamer Nigeria, for the Boer genenla to eacpreai a d» 
alre to be presented to them. The Boert were received 
with a great ovation. Crowds on the ahere and aboard 
the Nigeria, cheered to the echo while added to this, was 
the music of the bands, making the scene a stirring one. 
The colonial secretary and British generals received their 
defeated foes with every evidence of cordiality. Only a 
privileged few were allowed to come within ear shot of 
;he party and reporters were rigorously excluded. The 
Boer and British generals were in civilian attire.
